Further excavations of the Frank 
Slide, where several skeletons were 
found, have been stopped by the pol- 
ice, and it Is probable that the 60 odd 
bodies which still lie beneath the 
scrambled avalanche of rock will re- 
main as mother nature interred them 
22 years ago. 

The discovery of bodies was first 
made, after a lapse of many years, 
Just a few days ago, when a number 
of skeletons were accidentally discov- 
ered, The Frank slide disaster oc- 
curred in 1902, a large loss of life and 
heavy property damage resulting from 
the landslide cf rock upon the little 
town of Frank. 

The report that the Union Bank may 
be unearthed is somewhat far-fetched, 
for J. H. Farmer, who was manager of 
the bank at the time, is authority for 
the emphatic statement that the bank 
building was not even touched. The 
wrecked cottage unearthed contained 
a bag of marbles, pipe, sewing ma- 
chine, dishes and other mute remind- 
ers of the tragedy.

Successfully Grafted New Eyelids On 
Liverpool Munition Worker 

A wonderful operation at Liverpool 
Royal Infirmary has brought relief to 
a man who lost both eyelids while em- 
ployed among chemicals, and who for 
six years has been unable to close his 
eyes. 

The man, a chemist, went to Eng- 
Jand from California during the war 
to join the British army, but was 
sent to Gretna munitions factory and 
put to work in the chemical 
tory. a 

In June, 1917, he was handling a 
tube filled with sulphuric acid when 
the phial burst and his face was bad- 
ly splashed, : 

Theleft eyelid was burnt away, and 
the other was partly destroyed, the 
skin being burnt off one side of his 
face. 

At an Edinburgh hospital the first 
attempt was made, without success, to 
graft new eyelids. 

“Finally I came to Liverpool,” he 
said, “entering the Royal Infirmary a 
fortnight later, A prominent sur- 
geon undertook to perform an opera- 
tion for grafting, 
new eyelids. 

“The surgeon took skin from 
own arm, and eyelashes have 
grown across the rims of the lids.
